Victim of Grotesque Murder. 

They found the body of a man who ap- 
| parently had been murdered in the most 
grotesquely thoroughgoing fashion imag- 
inable. 

The throat had been cut. The face was 
crushed and the nose broken. There was 
a deep cut and bruise on the point of the 
chin and powder burna behind the right 
ear, though no bullet hole was found in 
the head. 

Two gunshot wounds appeared below 
the heart. In the abdomen there were 
thirteen deep knife wounds. Two other 
triangular wounde indicated that the vic- 
Um also had been stabbed with a larger 


the slaying may have been the work of 
@ maniac. 
Discover Body Embalmed. 

At Drechsjer’s undertaking rooms, 
where the body was taken, a bizarre item 
was added to the mystery by the discov- 
ery that the body contained embalming 
fluid. 

Mr. Drechsler and George Clark, a spe- 
cial investigator, detailed on the case by 
the coroner’s office, agreed the body evi- 
dently had been part!y embalmed to pre- 
serve it until it could be disposed of. 

The man was of slender build and dark 
complexion, apparently between 35 and 
40 years old. His hands were well kept 
and newly manicured. His heir had just 
been trimmed and he was clean shaven. 
The clothing, of good quality, includeda 
black satin lined suit, black overcoat, 


where persons were arrested merely bg- Pack oxfords with gray cloth tops, blac’ 


socks, and a black silk tle. All had been 
torn into fragments, indicating a des- 
perate struggle before the man died. 


Few Clews for Police. 

The only possible marks of identifica- 
tion were a key in one pocket and a la. 
bel sewed in the lining of the coat bear- 
ing the words, “ United Garment Work- 
ers,” and an illegible number. 

“It is one of the strangest cases I 
have ever seen,"’ said Clark after he had 
examined the body. “I hardly know 
where to begin. 

“ There is no doubt that the man was 
murdered. The condition of the clothes, 
which were literally falling to pieces, 
would seem to indicate that the body 
had been in the water several months. 
The remarkable preservation of the body 
is due to its having been embalmed.” 

One possibility suggested was that the 
body may have beén an embalmed ca- 
daver, dressed up by medical students 
and cast into the river as a joke. 


Fail to Find Weapons, 
The police believe the body was thrown! 
into the river at Grand avenue or North 
avenue. . 


made for a pistol or a knife, or footprints 
on the banks of the river, before it was 
known that the body had been embalmed. 
No weapons or marks were discovered, 
but a large barrel, partly filed with straw, 
was found at the edge of the river, and it 
ig believed that the body was brought to 
| the river in the barrel. 

Tt is certain that the body was thrown 
into the river at some point near where 
it was found, because the river has been 
at such a low stage that it could not have 
floated down over the dams. 

Slain in Chicago? 

“ This is no crime of this locality,”’ said 
Chief of Police James Kunst of River 
Forest last night. “The body was 
brought here, perhaps from a great dis- 
tance. It is my theory that the man was 
murdered in Chicago and hig body em- 
balmed so that the murderers could eafely 
await the opportunity to dispose of it 
without fear of discovery. 

“TI should say the man was about 45 
years old and occupied an important po- 
gition in some sphere of life. With the 
assistance of the Chicago police weghall 
jmake every endeavor to identify it an@ 
wolve the most mysterious crime I have 
known in my police experience.”’

Washington, D. C,, May 12.—[{Spe 
cial.]—Failure on the part of Gens. 
Scott and Obregom to reach an agree- 
ment at their confdrences on the border 
has resulted. temporarily at least, in an 
abandonment of the chase after Villa. 

Unable to obtain use of the Mexican 
railroads for the provisioning of the 
forces now in Mexico, Gen. Funston, it 
was authoritatively learned at the war 
department this afternoon, has ordered 
Gen. Pershing to draw back all his ad- 
vance commands and to establish ‘his 
base north of Namiquipa, less than 200 
miles south of the border. 

For the present at least it was indi- 
cated by Maj. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
acting chief of staff of the army, Per- 
shing will devote his attention to po» 


} lieing’ the area’ lying between bis new 


base and the border Rese wahisa fe 
ments, 

Although, practically s the 
character of the expedition into Mexico 
has completely changed in so far as it 
affects the original purpose to get Villa 
dead or alive, Secretary of War Baker ane 
nounced that no changes-of policy had 
been decided on and that the American 
troops would remain in Mexico. 

Maj. Gen. Scott has been ordered to re- 
port back to Washington at once. Upon 
his arrival he will make a full report of 
the conferences. 

Gen. Funston hag been ordered to return 
to his headquarters at San Antonio with 
no restrictions of the powers originally 
conferred on him by the president for the 
conduct of the Pershing expedition and 
the protection of the border. 

While the war department is prepared, 
if necessary, to send any additional reg- | 
ular army forces to the border and the 
president is ready, should Funston deem 
it necessary, to order out any more na- 
tional guard, it was declared by Secretary 
Baker that at present there was no inten- 
tion of doing either. 


VIEW SITUATION WITH ALARM. 

In Mexican embassy quarters here the 
situation is viewed with some alarm, 
While it is declared Carranza undoubted- 
ly will do everything possible to prevent 
a clash with the American government, 
apprehension ie expressed over the effecs 
which the outcome of the border confer- 
ences will have on the Mexican people, 
and there is fear that an irresponsible 
subordinate commander in the Carranza 
army might precipitate trouble by some 
overt act. 

Alarming presse reporta which came 
from the border this afternoon to the 
effect that Gen. regon was moving 
a@ fore eof 10,000 Carrancistas in the direc- 
tion of the territory south of the Big 
Bend district of Temas, where the Glenn 
Springs and Boquillas raide occurred, 
appear to have been confused with an 
official dispatch to the state department 
telling of a movement of between 1,000 
and 1,500 Carrancistas to that region for

“I think the representative of tho 
Japanese government has unwarrant- 
ably interfered with domestic legisla- 
‘tion of this country,” said Senator 
Sherman. ‘He is an ambassador, not 
a lobbyist. It is recognized as a sov- 
ereign right of every independent na- 
tion to regulate the admission of aliens. 
This is a right that affects the integrity 
and the life of a nation. I resent the 
act of any representative of any for- 
eign country attempting to formulate 
legislation in the United States senate 
affecting the American people.” 

According to Representative Britten, 
Japan is making a big bluff now because 
she knows that the Wilson administra- 
tion will not call it 

“ Japan realizes that we have a peace 
at any price occupant of the White 
House,” said Mr. Britten. “Japan also 
knows the state of our nationa! de- 
fenses, how weak our army is, and how 
weak our navy Is, and how Mr. Wilson 
has done nothing bat talk to correct 
the weaknesses in both. Japan knows 
that this administration will not last 
after March 4 next and thet the Amer- 
tean ‘people will insist that its succes- 
sor adopt a strong foreign policy, treat- 
ing all nations with equal firmness and 
equal kindness. So Japan is making its 
bluff now. If Mr. Wilson would use 
some of his strong talk to Japan that 
he has been using on Germany it might 
produce the desired result. . 


Urges Calling Japan’s Bluff. 

“ But Japan will press its bluff until Mr. 
Wilson or some one calls it. Congress 
should do it if the president refuses. But 
before doing it congress should see to it 
that the navy is putin shape. Under this 
administration the navy has so declined 
that today not a single one of our fighting 
ships bas an efficient fightingcrew.

F trom insincerity and from the failure to 
obey an obligation to enforce a law 
which is nowhere enforced.”

PAY OF QUARTERMASTER. 
W. P. M. writeé: What is the base pay 
of a quartermaster sergeant? Of a seré 
geant quartermaster corps? In ofa 
call for volunteers, how should I proceed 
to obtain authority to raise a company of 
sanitary troops provided my individual 
qualifications were a matter of record in 
the surgeon general's office? 

REPLY. 
The base pay of a regimeftal or bat- 
talion quartermaster sergeant is $48 a 
month: of a company quartermaster ser- 
geant of engineers $36 a month; of a bat- 
tery, troop or company quartermaster 
sergeant of artillery, cavalry, or infantry 
$30 a month. The pay ofa sergeant first 
class quartermaster corps is $45 a month, 
of a sergeant quartermaster corps $36 a 
month. All these men receive their cloth- 
ing, board, lodging, and medical and den- 
tal attendance free. Most of these ser- 
geants receive much higher pay than in- 
dicated here, because, as a rule, men oc~- 
cupying these positions have been in the 
service for some time. In case of a call 
for volunteers if the quota for your state 
is not greater than the number in your 
national guard, the only thing for you to 
do is to offer your company to the adju- 
tant general and surgeon general of the 
army, the war department, Washington,

Anaconda, Mont., May 12.—An earth- 
«cuake was distinctly felt here at 7:30 
o’clock tonight. Buildings 'n the busi- 
tess district were shaken, but no damage 
was done. 


Registered at Spokane. 

Spokane, Wash. May 12.—The seismo- 
graph at Gonzaga university here regis- 
tered a pronounced earthquake shock at 
6:29 o'clock tonight, followed by several 
smailer ones, the entire disturbante last- 
ing about fifteen minutes. Father Adams, 
the local observer, said the general di- 
rection of the tremblor was southeast to 
northwest, the main shock being un- 
usually severe for this region.

‘A JAPANESE MESSAGE TO 
CONGRESS. 


Congress evidently is exercised over the necessity | 


of patching and trimming the immigration bill to 
guit the taste and meet the wishes of the Japanese 
government as expressed firmly to President Wilson 
by Viscount Chinda, the Japanese ambassador. 

The provision which excludes nonassimilable aliens 
has been doctored several times, but, as Mr. Hen- 
wing related in a Washington dispatch, has been 
vetoed by the Japanese ambassador each time. 
Jepan, the ambassador says, will not understand 
any other action than such as complies strictly with 
her réquests, and if it does not comply she will take 
guch steps as may be indicated by the circumstances. 

To congress this appears, as Representative Baker 
of California says, “intolerable.” Whatever it may 
appear to the president, the necessity of placating 
Japan also appears. - ‘ 

The question herétofore has been handled by 
@iplomacy. There is no complaint that Japan is not 
abiding by the agreement which keeps Japanese 
laborers out of this country. But congress wants to 
go over the head of diplomacy and write the probibi- 
tion into law. 

Congress is aggressive. It bristles and growls. It 
is sufficiently bellicose to give Mr. Wilson a shiver | 
of apprehension. Mr. Wilson remembers the kind of | 
a note Germany got from Japan with regard to 
Kian Chau. It is imaginable that the United States 
might get one with regard to Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines. The matter is irritating and congress is not 
disposed to curb its instinct to tell Japan to keep 
‘meddlesome fingers out of the domestic legislation of 
the United States. a ‘ 

The same congress which is disposed to bristle and 
growl at one of the great military powers of the 
world is that congress which will not pass an ade- 
quate army bill. It might seem beyond the genius 
of any body of men to make an emergency and to 
deny that any could exist, to flirt with a war and 
reject preparation for it. The genius of this Amer- 
ivan congress makes this possible. The genius of 
this American congress makes it inevitable. 

It ig the judgment of the American people, evi- 
dently, that Japanese laborers must be included 
among the classes which this country cannot re- 
ceive. We do not say any longer that the Japanese 
are inferior people. We say they are different. We 
do not think we can assimilate them if they want 
to become citizens and our workingmen do not 
want to compete with them. We do not want to 
accept their standards of living. We keep them out. 

There are two ways of excluding them. One is

by passing the law and telling the protesting Japa- | 


hese that we do not permit needful domestic legis- 
That 
ig what congress wishes to do In that case we 
need to be strong enough not only to say it but to 
support what we say. 

The other way is to permit diplomacy to sur- 
found the accomplishment of the thing with cour- 
tesies and amenities. The Japanese will not submit 
to an affront which they can resent. Their respect 
for themselvés will not permit them to do so. They 
are sensible enough to recognize the American neces- 
sity. They think they are asking only for courtesy 
in requesting that the expression of that necessity 
be not humiliating to them. 

If they were strong endugh they would not recog- 
nize the necessity. They would insist that Japanese 
enter this country as they wished and live here 
as they wished. They are not strong enough now 
to undertake an armed invasion of continental Amer- 
ican territory in such a cause. Therefore they sub- 
mit to the American necessity, but not to a hu- 
miliating statement of it. ™ } | 

They are strong enough to resent that. They can 
do it by taking Hawaii and the Philippines, which 
would be a profitable way of showing resentment, 
of proving which was the superior people, and of 
handing back the humiliation. It would be profit- 
able and Japan would do it if provoked. 

The congress which is disposed to provoke Japan 
is the congress which wants the United States to 
be so weak as to make certain that Japanese resent- 
ment would be effective. 

There is also another elément of the dangerous 
absurd in the American handling of the question. 
The exclusion of the Japanese is demanded for the 
protection of labor. Organized labor contains many 
downright opponents of adequate military develop- 
ment. There again is the urge towards trouble and 
the Obstruction in the way of being able to meet it. 

This Japanese question is a showdown for our 
government. When China was beset by Japan and 
threatened with subjugation she appealed to the 
powers. She could not help herself. She looked 
atound for help. We sent our condolences, but 
some of her friends in HDurope, busy as they were 
with war, persuaded Japan to suspend the most 
Obnoxious group of demands. Consideration was 
postponed. It will be renewed when Japan has 
come to an understanding with a sufficient number 
of European powers to make the protest of the 
others negligible. | 

If congress insists that this nation shall be con- 
ducted on a Chinese scale as to military strength 


‘we strongly urge that congress submit to thorough

Ohinafication and, in the name of the American 
people, who are not allowed to protect themselves, 
appeal to Europe against Japan. : 

Great Britain might tell Japan that congress must 
be allowed to pass the immigration bill. And Japan 
might suspend its demande—auntil it got a better 
chance.

INEXCUSABLE INACTION. 

For more than a year the United States has 
been on the brink of the greatest of history, 
involved in a controversy which at any turn might 
have precipitated us into the conflagration. 

For more than three years we havé been on the 
brink of war with Mexico; involved in a chaotic 
and ever changing situation which at any turn 
might have compelled us to act with all our avail- 
able military resources. 

At this moment the danger of war with Germany 
has diminished, but not disappeared; the danger of 
armed intervention in Mexico is greater than ever, 
and now a third danger of the gravest nature rises 
in the reappearance of the Japanese problem in an 
ominous form. | | 

What have Mr. Wilson and the leaders of his 
party in the government done in the face of these 
perils? — ; 

In the house of ‘representatives James Hay, 
Champ Clark, and Claude Kitchin have rallied the 
Democratic majority to defeat the army measure of 
the senate, based on expert knowledge and judg- 
ment, and have attempted to force upon the country 
the Hay measure, which has been exposed as 4 
fraud that will benefit the politicians, establish a 
vicious system of political control over the army, 
and make no increase of our land force worthy 
of consideration. . 

As to the navy, Padgett, the Democratic chair- 
man of thé@-naval affairs committee, and Josephus 
Daniels “have been working together to suppress 
or pervert professional criticism and delay action. 

Confronted by this shameful exhibition of incom-

If he has done anything it has been to give sup- 
port to the obstructionists.

If disaster or humiliation through our weakness 
comes to us, Mr. Wilson ‘will not escape blame for 
his large share in-our misfortune. The blood of 
innocent men, the grief of innocent women, the 
shame of a nation are the price we shall pay for 
our continued defenselessness.

FEVER IN CONSUMPTION. 

HE body temperature remaine close 

‘to 98%. When by reason of work, 

exercise or eating the body makes 

an unusual amount of heat the 

nerves sendan extra supply of blood 

to the surface and the excess heat is dis- 

sipated. On the other hand, when the 

amount of heat made is below normal 

the nerves switch some blood away from 
the skin and lors of heat is diminished. 

Instrument makers make delicate pieces 
of apparatus capable of regulating the 
heat of water or air to a fraction of a de- 
gree. But at best .they only feebly 
imitate the heat regulating apparatus of 
the human body. 

Consumption is ont of the diseases 
which throws this apparatus out of com- 
mission. The degree in which it ie thrown 
out of commission is a fair index-of the 
progrese of the disease. In the very early 
stages of consumption there is no f% 

In fact, a temperature in the mo 

a half degree below normal is somewhat 
suggestive of an early congumption. Note 
exactly the words used, “‘ somewhat sug- 
geative of.” As the disease progresses a 
slight afternoon rise of fever is noted. 
An afternoon temperature of 99%, ac- 
companied by a feeling of malaise, la very 
suggestive of consumption. Again note 
exactly the words used, “1s very sug- 
gestive of.” 

rie ; 

A term used to describe a little fever 
and ea feeling of malaise is ‘‘ dumb chill.” 
A dumb chill every afternoon is very apt 
to mean that the person has consump- 
tion. It is at least enough to cause one 
to have the chest carefully examined, 
ven though there is little cough. 

Consumption is an uneven disease. It 
‘moves by jerks and stops. Its natural 
tendency is toward periods in which the 
patient seems to be holding his own, fol- 
lowed by periods during which he seems 
to be going down. It is natural for re- 
lapses and improvements to alternate. 
One way to discover these periods of 
relapse ie by using the thermometer. 
When the feveris high the digease is pro- 
gressing rapidly. When it ie around 
100 the disease is progressing slowly. 
When it is norm@l the disease is usually 
at or near a standstill. 

Furthermore, the fever ie the best In- 
fex at to whether the patient should 
work, exercise, or stay in bed. When the 
fever is over 101 he should stay in bed. 
When between 99% and 100% he should 
remain quietly in his chair. If work 
causes the fever to rise, he should stop 
working.

In urticaria or hives there are no ulcers or 
sores. Hives results from some form of food 
poisoning. In some cases the patient can figure 
out the cause without difficulty’ He. knows 
thet when he eats mimon, or sea food, or 
strawberries, as the case may be, he gets 
hivee. In other cases it is more difficult to 
ferret out the particular foods responaible. 
There are methods of testing by which phyat- 
cians trained in serum diagnosis can discover 
which food is at fault in the obecure cases. 
Some obscure cases are solved by the patients 
by experiements in dieting.

The Chicago Brewers’ Protective aaso- 
ciation yesterday announced it is in 
thorough accord with the demand of 
“ just public opinion” to eliminate evil 
cabarets and other objectionable features 
of the liquor traffic. 

In this connection the brewers indi- 
rectly rapped the city administration for 
failure strictly to enforce the liquor laws 
and also for restoring saloon licenses 
revoked for vie*ations of important char- 
acter, ‘ 

As a further measure of regulation the 
brewers recommended reducing the num- 
ber of saloons in Chicago “to a point 
within the natural economic demand.” 
There would be a natural tendency to 
bring this about, acoording to the brew- 
ers, if present ordinances were atrictly 
enforced. 


Seventy-Two Page Document. 

The attitude of the brewers on these 
questione was voiced tn a seventy-two 
page document of legal aspect presented 
to the Chicago commission on the liquor 
problem. It was submitted as the reply 
of the association to a questionaire pre- 
pared by the cummission. 

“We chiefly wish to show,” the asso- 


which is signed by President William

“‘what we sincerely believe to be the 
fact, that the public is not interested in 
curtailing its own libérties or restricting 
its own conveniences further than to 
readjust certain present circumstances 
of the liquor traffic, and that the agita- 


|tion for prohibition proceede from the 
persuasion, which we think wholly er- 
roneous, that these circumstances are 
inseparable from an open neneees ot re- 
tail distribution. 


“In Excess of Demand.” 

Among these circumstances may be 
mentioned the maintenance of saloons 
inexcess of the natural economic demand; 
the consequent artificial stimulation of 
retail trade; questionable forms of enter- 
tainment, stalls, ‘ snugs,’ floor screens, 
and the like; insanitary condition of 
physical properties; exaggerated adver- 
tisement, and compication of the retail 
traffic by involvement with problems of 
industrial efficiency and public health, as 
well as more definite and specific evils, 
such as gambling and prostitution, whose 
relation to it is purely adventitious. 

** With regard to possibly the most diffi- 
cult problem of all, we ourselves are in 


reducing the number of saloons in Chi- 
cago to a point within the natural eco- 
nomic demand. A reduction of this na- 
ture can gradually, but with a degree of 
certainty, be accomplished by strictly 
enforcing the present ordinances.

IN OPTION ELECTION SUIT. 

Attorney Alfred Austrian Brisigs 
Action to Set Aside Result in the 
Town of Orland. 


Vv ty of the local option election held 
in .hé town of Orland, Cook county, was 
atiacked yesterday in the County court 
by Attorney Alfred Austrian. he wath: 
voted dry on April 4 and three sal 
were put out of business, on the face a 
the returns. The male vote showed a 
wet majority of twenty, but thedry wom- 
‘an’s majority was greater. 

Mrs. Austrian’s printed brief, filed be- 
fore County Judge Scully, contends that 
women had no right under the suffrage 
act to sign the petition that breught on 
the election, and that the petition, there- 
fore, was fatally defective in not hay- 
ing sufficient male signatures. : 

He also contends that. a “ township” 
is not a political division of the state, 
within the purview of the suffrage act, 
and that women are not entitled to vote 
on the local option proposition because 
the suffrage act does not specifically grant 
that power. Mr. Austrian holds that 
this is the decision of the Supreme court 
in the Macomb case, recéntly decided.

A mile and a quarter below the West 
B.nk lighthouse he located the men, but 
as his supply of gasoline was low he 
did not dare go further in the face of 
the wind and the high seas, so he put 
back for a fresh supply of gasoline.

Eggs in Water Class.
